Make a thick soiu- 
tion of gum arabic and water and into 
it put the plaster until the mixture be- 
comes a paste, This is applied to the 
edges of tle china, which are pressed 
irmly together. 

1 tried it on my tray, and It worked 
like magic. The solutic is white, so 
that it does not show u«e,glue, and, 
best of all, it makes such a strong joint 
that they tell me that tbe article never 
breaks again the same place,—Philadel- 
phia Ledger.

ROMANCE OF ANTICOSTI 


LATE HENRI MENTER RULED Is 
LAND LIKE A KING, 


French Chocolate Magnate Bought 
Territory tn Gulf of St. Law- 
rence and Felt Foul of Quebee 
Government by HEjecting Visher- 
men—He Had a Wonderful Pe” 
ace In the Wilderness, 


When Henri Menter, the French 
chocolate king, died in Paris in Sep- 
tember, there passed away a man who, 
was more of an absolute sovereign 
over a large territory than eighteen 
or twenty of the rulers of Europe. Yet 
he was never crowned as king nor 
elected as chief executive. He sim- 
ply owned outright in the Gulf of St.! 
Lawrence the beautiful island of An- 
ticosti, 140 miles long and 27 miles 
wide. 

The area of Anticost! Is 5,780 
equare miles, Menier bought it out- 
right in 1896 from the Island of Anti-' 
costi Co., Ltd., of London, a bankrupt) 
concern, The company had paid a 
round million for it and had planned 
all sorts of money making things 
that never came to pass. Menier pass- 
ed over his $160,000 and for it se- 
cured the title to the entire island, 
carrying with It the right to do there 
whatever he pleased and how and 
when he pleased. 

Menier planned improvements on a 
stupendous scale. First it was to be 
a mammoth game preserve, The is- 
land wilderness swarmed with red 
deer, caribou, brown bear, and red 
fox. He would make it the hunter's 
paradise. His Parisian friends hailed 
his decision with delight. But Jater 
his enthusiasm waned somewhat, for 
he found that while a visit to Antt- 
costi was declared to be just the right 
thing on the boulevards, when it 
came to taking the trip most of his 
companions balked at the eleventb 
hour. 

The industrial possibilities then 
seemed to dawn upon Menier. The 
adjacent waters wore full of cod, her- 
ring, mackerel, sea trout, and salmon,

And tho Jobsters were the best in the 
, world. And the waods were full of 
fur-bearing animals that would bring 


the highest prices. Menler would 
start in making more money to add to 
the many millions he had. 

To carry on the proposed indus- 
tries it was necessary to colonize. 
Menier induced: hundreds of families 
to emigrate to the island direet from 
France. ‘Then he added a number of 
French families from the Gasp-o ‘dis- 
trict of Quebec. Vinally, he let ip 
some English and Scotch families, al- 
though he did this reluctantly, be 
cause the supply of French colonists 
Was not sufficient to carry on the 
work planned. He covld not heip 
showing his French partiality, how- 
ever. ; 

This partiality nearly brought ona 
| hot time with the Quebec Govern- 

ment. Menier ‘ssued an order that 
no workman engaged upon the island 
would be permitted to use intoxicat- 
ing beverages except the French. A 
| roar of indignation went up from the 


| english and Scotch, They called on 
Menier in a body. 
| He treated them with scorn, curtly 


informing them, king fashion, that it 
was his will the French should drink, 
|} and no others. To his associates, 
however, he stated the reason for ex- 
empting the French was that they of 
all nations, knew bes: how to treat 
alcoho), The English and Scotch 
workmen finally submitted, although 
theré was a rumble and a grumble 
for a long time.

j On the spot where the wreckers 
| had established their lair, Menier 
built him a magnificent mansion of an 
architectural style comporting with 
ihe wild scene. It was a wilderness 
| palace. He drew the plans himself 
down to the smallest detail. One 
oddity of him in connection with the 
interior work was that all parts cf 
wood and iron should be screwed 
down. Not a nail or rivet was used. 

Befor his death the ruler of Anti- 
costi constructed tmagniticent roads 
| through the forests, that, because of 
their adaptation to the many scenic 
beauties, have been declared high- 
way marvels, He built many houses 
and erected plants for the various 
industries he fostered that have no 
| equal elsewhere, The lobster packing 
indusiry became one of the greatest 
in the world. 

Menier achieved distinction in 
many walks of life, He was an en- 
ergetic Arctic explorer and planned 
always to have his island a depot and 
fitting out place for expeditions io the 
frozen north. He was a photograph- 
er of rare ability «nd an expert and 
daring yachtsman, ll's great fortune 
had been made in chocolate, Distin- 
guished as he was in many ways, and 
honored by bis eountry, his most 
striking accomplishment was the rul- 
ing and development of his island

SYNOPSIS OF CANADIAN NORTH 


WEST LAND REGULATIONS. 


A®Y person who is the sole bead of 
a family, or any male over 18 years 
vld, may homestead a quarter section 
of available Dominion land in Mani- 
toba, Saskatchewan or Alberta The 

plicant must appear in person at the 


ominion Lands Agency or Sub- 
agency for the district. Entry by 
proxy may be made at any agency, on 


certain conditions by father, mother, 
son, daughter, brothe: or sister of in- 
tending homestoader. 

Duties.—Six months’ residence upon 
and cultivation of the land in each of 
three years. A bomesteader may live 
on a farm of at least 80 acres solely 
owned and occupied by him or by his 
father, mother, son, daughter, broth- 
er or sister, 

In certain districts a homesteader in 
good standing may pre-empt a quarter 
section alongside his homestead, Price 
$3.00 per acre. 

Duties.--Must reside upon the home- 

lead or pre-emption six months in 
each of six years from date of home- 
stead entry (including time required 
earn each homestead patent) und el 
tivate fifty acres extra, 

A bomesteader Who has exhausted 
his homestead right and cannot 4 b- 
tain a preemption may enter fora 
purchased homestead in certain dis- 
tricts. Duties. -- Must reside six 
months in each of three years, eniti- 
vate fifty acres and erect a house 
worth $200.00,

Washington.—Production of eggs in 
the United States has _ steadily in- 
creased during the past 14 years. The 
price of oggs has also moved steadily 
upwards. Department of agriculture 
officials declare that cold storage Is 
responsible for the high prices. Fig- 
ures issued recently by the census bu- 
rean show that in 1899 American hens 
laid 1,293,662,000 dozen eggs, which 
Was seventeen dozen for every man, 
woman and child 1. the country. 

In 1909 they prodveed 17.3 dozens 
per capita, while this year it is esti- 
timated that they will produce 17.8 doz- 
| pes per capita,
